MEMORANDUM FOR: Contributors to JANIS 153. 
Subject: Instructions, JANIS 153. 


15 March 1945 


1. The Java-Timor Area (JANIS 153) includes in addition to 
these two islands all other islands of the Lesser Sundas (See sketch map 
above). Wetar is not included in this study, but may be briefly treated 
in any chapter at the discretion of the contributor. 

2. The area will be subdivided for treatment into two 
sectors: (l) Java-Madoera and (2) Lesser Sundas (see sketch map). Within 
each sector the individual islands may be treated as units, subdivided, 
or grouped according to the desire of the contributor. If practical, the 
individual units or islands within each sector will be treated in the 
following order: 


A. Java-Madoera Sector 

(1) Java (or subdivisions) and offshore small islands 

(2) Madoera and offshore small islands (include Bawean 

and Kangean Eilanden) 

B. Lesser Sunda Sector 
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(1) Bali and Penida 

( 2 ) Lombok 

(3) Soembawa, Majo, Sangeang, and other offshore 

small islands 
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(4) Soemba 

Komodo and Rintja (or treat separately or 
include with Soembawa or Flores) 

Flores and offshore small islands 
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
